Louisville, Ky., November 27.—After be- 
ing offered an evening newspaper by two 


newsbovs which said his books were under 


examination by expert accountants, Stu- 
art R. Young, city treasurer of Louis- 
ville, this evening went to the rear of 
& Warehouse at Sixth and Nelson streets 
and committed suicide by shooting him- 
Self behind the right ear with a pistol. 

A great sensation was created late this 
afternoon when the last edition of an 
evening paper appeared with a story say- 
ing in substance that accountants were 


at work on the books of the retiring city | 


treasurer, Stuart R. Young, and tnat 
it was reported that discrepancies had 
been found in his accounts. Immediately 
the friends of Mr. Young began to look 
for him, not believing the reports. They 
Were surprised at not being able to tind 
him. They hoped for the best, however, 
because the reports could not be sub- 
Stantiated and the expert accountants 
refused to muke a stateme.it. 

Short!y after 6 p. m. Mr. Young was 
Sten at the ladies’ entrance of the Louis- 
Vile hote] on Main street, between Sixth 
and Seventh, where he lived with his 
bride of a few months. Two newsboys, 
Charles Alford and Ed Healey, who knew 
Mr. Young—tor nearly everybody in Louis- 
Ville knew Stuart Young—rayq up and 
Said: 

“Mr. Young, don’t you want z paper? 
It's got your picture in it.’’ 

Saw Headiines and Suicided. 


One glance at the double-column head- | 


lines told Mr. Young why the paper had 
Printed a double-column picturg of hjm. 
Instead of entering the hotei he waiked 
Gown Sixth street toward the river, the 
hewsboys tollowing him on the other side 
Of the street. Just after passing Nelson 
Street Mr. Young turned off between some 
box cars, 

The boys feared to follow him any fur- 
ther, and returning to the Louisville hotel 
described Mr. Young’s actions to ‘‘Kid” 
Johnson, a hackman whose carriage 
Stands in front of the hotel. Johnson 
Was acquainted with Mr. Young, and, 
following the direction given by the news, 

y8, passed between the box cars and 
brought up in a cinder-covered drive- 
Way in the rear of a warehouse of J. M. 
Robinson, Norton & Co., at Sixth and 
Nelson streets just east’ of the union 
depot. There he saw Mr. Young, lying 
face downward in the cinders, his right 
afm under him Johnson shook the form 
Of the man, not Suspecting he had killed 
himself. Secing a bullet hole behind Mr. 
Young's right ear, Johnson turned the 
a mre Then he saw a pistol in Mr. 

Esright hand. Life was extinct. 

Johnson ran to a telephone and called 
UP the residenc. of Young’s father, Colo- 
ne] Bennett H Young. Mrs. Stuart R. 
Young answered the telephone, but the 
hackman called for Colonel Young and

David Nation was today granted a di- 
vorce from his wife, Mrs. Carrie Nation, 
“the joint smasher.’’ The court exoner- 
ated Mrs. Nation from the charge of 
cruelty to her husband and divided the 
property. 

In reply to questions of the court Mrs. 
Nation said that one reason she fought 
the proceedings was that she wished to 
continue to share the pension money 
drawn by her husband. 

Mr. Nation, in support of his petition 
for divorce, cited a letter from his wife 
in which she had denounced him as a 
‘‘hell-bound hypocrite.” He charged that 


' she did not attend to his wants. 


Judge Gillem granted the divorce on 
the ground of gross neglect of duty. 

When Mrs. Nation first started out on 
her career of joint smashing a year ago, 
Mr. Nation seemed to be in sympathy 
with her raids. But when she spent all of 
her time away from home. crusading or 
serving sentences in jail for destroying 
property: he went to the home of his 
Aavehter in Indiana and lived. He wes 
Mrs. Nation’s second husband and is 
nearly 70 years old. The couple lived to- 
gether for many years.

Great Falls, Mont., November 27.—Dep- 
uty Sheriff Ledbetter has arrested at 
‘Nethart a man known as Bob Collins, 
who is believed to be O. C. Hanks, alias 
‘Camilla’? Hanks, alias “Deaf Charlie,” 
a partner of Harry Longbaugh, Kid Cur- 
ry and George Parker, in the Malta 
(Mont.) Great Northern train robbery 
on July 3 last. Collins does not confess 
his identity, but admits that he helped 
to rob the train, and that he has $12,500 


buried. 

He has been working in the Neihart 
concentrator, and when Longbaugh was 
arrested at St. Touls became very ner- 
vous and finally had to go to bed. Phy- 
sicilans were called and succeeded in 
quieting him. In his sleep and delirium 
which followed Collins raved about Long- 
baugh and’ the robbery. When he re- 
covered he was thrown constantly in 
the companionship of a man provided 
by the authorities, who, it is claimed, 
succeeded in getting a full confession. 

The plot to rob the train, said Collins, 
was made by him and Longbaugh and 
Curry on the second floor of the Mint 
saloon, in this city. Longbaugh made 
the proposition to him and he accepted 
it and was in constant association with 
him and his pals until after the booty 
was secured and divided. Collins will be

Appalling Horror Results from: - 


the Collision of Trains 
Near Detroit, Mich, 


LONG LINES OF BODIES 
PLACED ALONG TRACK: 


Most of Those Killed and Cremated 
Were Emigrants — Anywhere 
from Sixty to One Hundred 
and Fifty Dead and 
Injured. 


Detroit, Mich., Nowembeg 27.—From “00 
to 150 persons were killed or injured .‘+ 
night in the most disastrous railroad 
wreck in the history of Michigan rail- 
roads. Two heavily loaded passenger 
trains on the Wabash railroad collided 
head-on at full speed 1 mile east of Sene- 
ca, the second station west of Adrian. 
The west-bound train of two cars loaded 
with immigrants. and five other coacheg 
were smashed and burned with the re- 
sult of awful loss of life and fearful in- 
juries to a majority of its passengers. 
The ecast-bound train, the Continental] 
Limited, suffered in scarcely less degree. 

The track in the vicinity of the wreck 
is strewn with dead and dying. Many 
physicians from Detroit have gone to 
the scence. 

No. 4. the Continental Limited, had 
engine No. 609, Engineer Strceng, Conduc- 
torG. J. Martin, and No. 13, double- 
header, engine £8, Engineer Work, and 
engine 151, Engineer, Parks, Conductor 
Charles Troll. No. 4, it is believed, dis- 
obeyed orders in not waiting. at Seneca 
for No. 13. thereby causing the wreck. 

Blame on Conductor. 

The track at the point where the col- 
Msion occurred was straight, and at first 
the officials could not understand how 
the accident. could have happened. No. 
13. which ordinarily is due to leave De- 
troit at 2:30 o’clceck, was two hours late, 
leaving at 4:2. The two trains meet at 
Montpelier, Ohio, according to schedule, — 
but No. 4 had orders to wait for No. 13 
at Seneca. The blame is therefore plac- 
ed on the conductor or engineeg of No. 
4 Had this train been held at Seneca 
the accident would not have occurred. 
Train No. 4 was due at Seneca at 6:43, 
according to the change in schedfie, bunt 
apparently orders to wait were discbeyed 
and the probabilities are that the true 
story of why will never be told, as the 
train crews undoubtedly met instant 
death. 

Advices from the wreck at midnight 


state that the country for miles around 
is lighted up by the burning cars, and 


' that the flames could not be quenched 


because of lack of proper apparatus. 
Mangled bodies were picked up along 
the track by the farmers before the spe- 
cial trains sent from Adrian arrived on 
the scene. In some instances the bodies

Losses to Government. 


“Under this stimulus of cheap mate- 
rial and government partnership the vol- 
ume of second-class matter has grown 
to immense . proportions. Within ten 
years it has more than doubled. In 1890 
the aggregate weight of mail subject to 
the cent-a-pound rate of postage was 
174,046,764 pounds. Last year it reached 
429,444,573 pounds. The number of admis- 
sions to the second-class rate is signifi- 
cant in the same direction. There is ro 
record prior to 1888, as before that time 
applications were made to postmasters 
and passed without the supervision of 
the department. In 1888 the number of 
admissions was 3,076, and it increased 
year by year until in 1896 alone 7,041 dis- 
ge ye egg were entered. 

“This gives the prodigious regate 
of 200,000,000 pounds of maila waar which 
the government is carrying and deliver- 
ing at 1 cent a pound and which ought 
either to pay the third-class rate, equal 
to 8 cents a pound, or not to be carried 
at all. It costs the government $10,000,000 
a year to transport this matter. It re- 
turns in postage $2,000,000. thus involving 
a direct loss on transportation alone of 
$8,000,000.

During the cur- 
rent year, with an augmented appro- 
priation and a more experienced force, 
the work will proceed still more rapidly.

“The rural population now receiving 
daily service is about 4,000,000. and at 


the end of the fiscal year it will reach

timated, a million square miles of terri- 
tory with 21,000,000 of rural residents— 
will be brought within its. scope in less 
than four years. 

“The policy of rural delivery is no 
longer. a subject of serious dispute. It 
has unmistakably vindicated itself by its

Service Is Permanent. 


“A service which has within 
years -wrought such a great’ improve- 
ment in the conditions of rural life can- 
not be halted. _It must go on until it shall 
be fully completed. 

“AL closer consideration of the mate- 
rial interests invo!ved enforces this con- 
clusion. On an average there are 125 
families on a route. Under the old Sys- 
tem they traveled from 2 to 4 miles in 
zoing to the postoffice. If the cost in 
time and other factors be reckoned at 10 
cents a day for each family, it is clearly 
&@ moderate estimate. That makes an 
aggregate of $12.50 a day. The govern- 
ment can deliver the mail at the doors 
of all for $2. Why.shouldn’'t it do so and 
Save them the larger burden? Extend 
the calculation to the whole country. 
There are about 4,000,000 families depend- 
ent on the rural service. The aggregate 
cost to them of going to the postoffice 
reaches an enormous sum. The. govern- 
ment can carry the postoffice to them

Railway Mail Service. 


‘The railway mail service was extend- 
ed during the year so that on June 30 
there were 1,306 lines of traveling post- 
offices, covering 182,154 miles, and em- 
ploving 9,182 clerks, whose annual travel 
in crews amounted to 210,221,576 miles. To 
accomplish this 3,774 cars and apartments 
were used on steam railr S, twenty 
cars on electric and cable lines, and sev- 
enty-two apartments on steamboats. Dur- 
ing the yes the clerks of the. railway 
mail service handled 14,181,224,420 pieces 
of ordinary mail and 21,284,883 packages, 
cases and sacks of registered mail, with 
an average of only one error to every 
10,626 correctly distributed. 

“During the year there were more 
casualties in the railway mail service 
than in any similar period since its or- 
ganization, the total number being $25. 
in which seven clerks were ‘killed and 
pete’ Mime seriously and 229 slightly in- 
ured. 

“The enforcement of the law concern- 
ng lotteries and frauds has been so faith- 
fully and vigorously ccenducted that there 
is no longer within the limits of the 
United States a regularly organized or 
chartered lottery doing business through 
the maiis. 

“Frauds of.. various kinds, great and 
small, ate yet carried on through the 
nialls to-some extent. They are inaugu- 
rated mainly by tradesmen, by publishers 
of publications of a doubtful character, 
cigar and tobacco dealers and some com- 
pounders of quack medicines, etc., but 
each of these concerns as {jt com2s to the 
notice of the assistant attorney general 
for this aepartment, or to the inspectors’ 
corps, is promptly suppressed. 


Needed Legislation. 


“The following recommendations for 
legislaticn, some of which have hereto- 
fore been made, are submitted for the 
consideration of congress: 

“That the maximum fee for a money 
order be fixed at 25 instead of 30 cents. 

“That a fund be created out of the 
salaries of railway mail clerks to provide 
for the retirement of such clerks as have, 
after long periods of service, become in- 
capacitated for active duty. 

“That publishers be required to make a 
preliminary separation of newspapers, 
under the direction or the department, as 
a condit'cn under which they shall enjov 
the exceedingly liberal rates provided for 
pet A second-class matter through the 
nails. 

“That the interstate commerce jaw be 
amended to prohibit common ecarriers, 
to wit, telegraph and «xpress companies, 
or any of their employees, from aidinz 
and abetting in the green goods cr lot- 
tery swindles or anv other scheme car-

LADIES ENGAGED IN LOOTING. 


So Declares M. Pichon, French Min- 
ister to China. 


Paris, November 27.—The publication in 
The Matin and other morning papers No- 
vember 26 of alleged extracts from the 
confidential report of General Voyron, the 
former commander of the Frenth troops 
in China, which the government refused 
to communicate to the chamber of depu- 
ties last week, during the discussion of 
a bill authorizing a loan to reimburse 
the treasury for the outlay in connection 
with the Chinese expedition, has revived 
interest in the matter of the aHeged 
looting at Pekin. e- 

In a published interview M. Pichon 
(who was the French minister to China 
at the time of the Boxer outbreak), denies 
that any ladies connected with the lega- 
tions engaged in the looting, though 
it was true that two ladies who were 
not connected with the legations did en- 
gage in the pillage. After Pekin had 
been relieved he himself ordered that all 
baggage of French people leaving Pekin 
be searched in order to discover wheth- 
er it contained gold or silver bars looted 
during the first impulse resulting from 
the effervescence and excitement which 
followed the end of the sufferings caused 
by the siege. France was the only power 
which took this measure. 

As to the auctions in the legations, 
they only occurred in one legation, the 
English or American, M. Pichon does not 
say which, and the sales therein lasted 
daily for three months from 3:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon till sunset, under the 
direction of army officers of the same 
country and with the cooperation of a 
legation official.

To Seize’ the Republies Which 
Lie to the South, 


United States Delegates to Pan- 
American Congress Outline the 
Policy of This Country in 
Reference to the West- 
ern Hemisphere.

Mexico City, November 27.—At this 
morning’s session of the Pan-American 
congress the Argentine delegation pre- 
sented a lengthy report showing what 
the Argentine Republic had done with a 
view to carrying out the recommendation 
of the first conference held in Washing- 
ton eleven years ago. The Argentine 
delegates declare themselves in favor of 
comparative and compulsory arbitration 
for all questions, ‘pending and future. 
They make a veiled allusion to South 
American controversies when they say: 

“There are real difficulties menacing, 
conflicts pending; questions in a word 
which refuse to be put out of sight, and 
those questions the second Pan-American 
conference must consider and solve in a 
lofty spirit of justice under penalty of 
failing absolutely in one of the funda- 
mental purposes of its existence.”’ 

This declaration attracted great atten- 
tion, inasmuch as Chile had stipulated 
as a condition sine qua non for partici- 
pating in the conference that the consid- 
eration of arbitration was to be con- 
fined to future questions only and that 
her delegates would withdraw from the 
conference if any attempt Were made to 
give a different turn to the discussion of 
that subject. 

Banquet Given by Americans. 

The banquet given tonight at the Cha- 
pultepec restaurant by: the United States 
delegation to the Pan-American confer- 
ente in honor of their colleagues of Mex- 
ico and the other republics of America 
was a great success. In addition to the 
delegates from Mexico and Central and 
South America, United States Ambassa- 
dor Clayton was present and also sev- 
eral prominent men of Mexico’s official 
world. 

Senator Henry G. Davis, chairman of 
the United States delegation, proposed a 
toast to President Diaz in the following 
terms: 

“On behalf of the delegates of the 
United States and its seventy-five or 
eighty millions of free, loyal, happy. lib- 
erty-loving people, I extend to the dele- 
gates of the second Pan-American con- 
ference and to the peame of all the 
American republies friendly greeting and 
oO ; 
wr on will find the delegates from the 
United States ready and willing to aid 
in ali that tends to promote political 
and commercial presperity of the repub- 
a to Central and South America 
and you will find in comparatively few 
years that more progress has been made 
than in the three or four hundred years 
under monarchical rule. Mexico is a 
good example of what has been accom- 
plished under free and independent gov- 
ernment. par 

“T feel sure great.zaod whl result from 
this Pan-American conference; it ' will 
show to the crowhed heads. of Europe 
and the world thatthe free, liberty-lov- 
ing people of America, speaking different 
languages, can harmonize and work to 
the end that all may be happy, pro r- 
ous and contented. 

“To Mexico I must say a few' words. 
The liberak and progressive policy of 
your president has the respect and ad- 
miration of the people of all the Ameri- 
can republics, and I propose we stand 
and drink to the ‘health and Jong life 
of President Diaz and those associated 
with him in state affairs.’’ 

Barrett on Pan-Americanism. 

The Hon. John Barrett, another of the 
Unted States delegates, at the express 
request of his American colleagues, made 
the principal speech of the evening on 
behalf and in the name of the United 
States delegates. His closing remarks 
made a deep and‘ favorable impression 
on the delegates .from the Spanish- 
Amerigan countries and the distinguished 
Mexican officials present, and were re- 
ceived with loud applause. The remarks 
in question were as follows: 

“And now a word upon the Pan-Amerf- 
ican policy of the United States. The 
Pan-American policy of the United States 
is as open as a book.’ It is not modified 
and weakened by sécret treaties. In 
its widt application tge United States 
affects no air of patronage; she assumes 
not to speak as parent to her offspring, 
albeit with the same affection; she 
speaks only as sister to sisters where, 
forsooth, seniority of years as an estab- 
lished republic may give some weight to 
her counsels. Inspired by sympathy, 
love of famiiy and kindred interests, the 
United States to Pan-America says that 
she has no thought of interference with 
the sovereign rights of her sister repub- 
lics, great or small; she declares that she 
wishes them to work out their individual 
destinies as she is doing, with the same 
sympathies. with the same _ patriotism 
and national pride and with reciprocal 
interest in herself,

50 Captain Young, of Port of 
Havana, Says of Cuba 


Oniy Hope for the Island Is in 
Absolute Acquiescence in the 
Mandates of the United 
States — Sugar Is a 
Drag.

Louisville, Ky., November 27.—Lieuten- 
ant Commanéer Lucien A. Young, United 
States navy, captain of the port at Ha- 
vana, is in Louisville en route for Wash- 
ington for a brief stay, and then to re- 
turn to his post. Speaking about Cuba 
Lieutenant Young said: 

“Since the military occupation of Cuba 
there has been a disposition on the part 
of the island officials to comply with 
the Teller. resolution, and in so doing 
there has been no modification of the 
laws of the island, and the economical 
question has never been discussed. The 
result is that the affairs of Cuba are in 
the hands of a lot of political and pro- 
fessional revolutionists who have noth- 
ing to lose and everything to gain. 

Sugar Below Cost. 

“Sugar is being sold at $3.13 on the 
docks when it cannot be raised in the 
interior for less than $3.70. Not. 10 per 
cent of: last year’s tobacco crop has been 
sold. A commission has beer sent to the 
Enited. States. to ask for reciprocity, 
which means a stepping-stone to é¢munex- 
ation. Why not annex the island and 
be done with it? Every move means 
that ultimate result. So far as the sugar 
industry is concerz:ed the United States 
last year consumed a lyittle over 2,000,- 
000 tons, of which 700,000 tons were fur- 
nished by Louisiana and the Hawaiian 
islands, on which no duty was paid. Only 
336,000 tons were raised in Cuba, and that 
was raised on 8 per cent of the ground 
available for cultivation. Out of the 
great quantity of sugar: supplied thie 
United States 98 per cent came from Eu- 
rope and especially from Germany, for 
which the United States had to pay duty 
to cover the bounty which is paid the 
German government for exportation of 
its product. There is only 156,000,000 in- 
vested in the beet sugar industry in this 
country, from which the government re- 
ceives a bounty from every state which 
grows it. Therefore there can be no 
competition with the beet sugar and 
cane sugar grown in Cuba. 

“Tf the United States shou:® annex 
Cuba, with free introduction of products 
and with the development of 92 per cent 
of the uncultivated land we could con- 
troi products for which we ask the Eu- 
ropean countries and would have to ask 
no favors of them. 

United States Must Control. 

‘The comments of many people cn the 
acquisition of the Philippines I believe 
unpatriotic, because the European pow- 
ers have- made every effort toward the 
partition of China. France wants Ton- 
quin, England the Yangtse valley, Ger- 
many wants Shan Tung, Russia Man- 
churia, and the only thing the United 
States demands is an open door policy. 


‘To the old world the United States, ;

this historical international gathering: 


“First. commerce is the lifeblood of ‘na- 
tions: second, peace is the ozone that 


keeps that blood pure and abundant. ° 


‘With these sentiments in mind, it is 
my great honor and privilege on behalf 
of the United States delegation to pro- 
pase the health of the presidents of all 
the American republics.”’ 

Cc. M. Pepper, another of the United 
States delegates, was last of the Amer- 
ican speakers. His speech was given in 
eorrect Spanish, which was much -appre- 
c‘ated as a compliment to the language 
of most of those present. 

Mr. Pepper said; in part.

Gotham: Police Captain Given 
a Heavy Sentence, 


Piust Pay Fine of $1,000 or o to Pen 
for Failing To Suppress Dis- 
orderly Houses — Judge 
Discusses the Social 
Evil. 


Albany, N. Y., November 27.—Police 
Captain’ Thomas J. Diamond, of New 
York, who was put on trial here on a 
change of venue from New York éoun- 
ty, was today found guilty on the 
charge of neglect of duty in having fail- 
ed to suppress disorderly houses in his 
precinct. Captain Diamond was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $1,000, or to be 
imprisoned one year in the Albany coun- 
ty penitentiary. The fine was paid un- 
der protest. Captain Diamond will ap- 
peal the case. 

In passing sentence Judge Herrick 
spoke of the fact that disorderly hcuses, 
“by a large portion of our community, 
are regarded as necessary ¢vils in large 
cities, and that police officials wink at 
their continuance and allow them to vio- 
late the law as long as they do not 
flavnt their violations pf the law before 
the public.”’ 

Without expressing any opinion as to 
whether this tolerance of this class of 
houses is morally right or wrong the 
court said that ‘it is samething that is 
done probably by every ,Lolice official in 
every large city in the state, and that 
there is not a police captain probably 
in any precinct in the city of New York, 
or tn the city of Albany, for that mat- 
ter, that might not be convicted for ex- 
actly the same crime that you have been 
convicted of."’

An injunction was granted in the high 
court th‘s morning to prevent the with- 
drawal of large sums of money stand- 
ing in a London bank in the name of 
Marks. 

Marks’ Career in New York. 

New York, November °7.—Lawrie 
Marks was well known among sporting 
men here. He was born in this country 
about fifty years ago, but had svent 
about nine months of each year in Eng- 
Jjand for a long time. 

Marks was known as a square book- 
maker. He became interested in prize 
fighting some years ago and gave up 
bookmaking to follow the ring. 

He became a friend of most of the 
well-known pugilists. He was one of 
Charley Mitchell's warmest friends and 
lost heavily when Corbett defeated the 
Englishman. It is said also that Marks 
had been friendly of late with Dick 
Barge, the pugilist.

tivity, Mme, Tstlka, are dead. 

The report, however, lacks confirma- 
tion ana is not credited by either Spen- 
cer Eddy. the American charge at Con- 
stantinople, or Mr. Dickinson, the consul 
general there. The -reported death of 
Mme. Tsilka is said to have been from 
childbirth and that of Miss Stone from 


grief. 

The story came from Salonica. Re- 
gard'ng Mme. Tsilka the report is re- 
garded here as possibly a reiteration 
of a story which has been repeated 
several timies. The latest accounts from 
Miss Stone have represented her to be 
in good health. 

Mme. Tsilka’s Husband Collapses. 

Sofia, November 27.—‘‘I have no dea 
where my wife and Miss Stone are,”’ 
said Gregory M. TsilkKa. 

The husband of the American mission- 
ary’s companion in captivity in the 
brigands’ hands is in a state of wretched 
nervousness and apprehension. 

“T have not heard from my wrfe since 
October 27. I believe that she and Miss 
Stone are well, but they are likely to 
suffer from the extreme cold. 

‘It is not to be expected that under the 
present circumstances they will be re- 
leased for many weeks.”’ 

Mr. Tsilka has made a passionate ap- 
peal to the state department to do some- 
thing definite with either the Turkish 
or the Bulgarian government for the res- 
cue of the captves. 
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ing Joyce’s body for the purpose of illus- 
tration, Dr. Glazebrook said that the 
wound in the chest had penetrated the 
wind pipe and the lungs on the left side 
and had ranged to the right and upward, 
lodging in the back.

He had call- 
ed at the jail professionally to make an 
examination of bruises said to be on Mrs 
Bonine’s body, whén she had -volunteer- 
ed to illustrate to him how the tragedy 
had occurred. He said that Mrs. Bonine 
had had him place both.arms around her, 
the pistol being held in the right hand. 

She had, she said, clasped the revolver 
and the hand which held it and the pistol 
was snapped three times in the struggle 
which ensued. 

“Assuming that the relative positions 
of the two were such as thus described 
and that the pistol was in Ayres’ right 
hand, could the wounds which you found 
upon his body have been inflicted?’ ask- 
ed District Attorney Gould. 

‘Taking into consideration the position 
of Ayres and of Mrs. Bonine, together 
with the appearance of his clothing, I 
don’t see how it was possible that the 
pistol could have been held in Ayres’ 
hand,”’ replied the witness. 

Ayres and Woman Bruised. 

Mr. Douglass, on cross-examination, 
brought out the fact that there was a 
slight contusion on Ayres’ forehead and 
several abrasions and bruises on his legs 
and feet, the purpose of the defense be- 
ing to show that there had been a strug- 
gle. The witness said that on the two 
legs there were eight of these wounds on 
the inside of the legs and that all were 
fresh. The wounds on the feet were all on 
top. Dr. Glazebrook expressed the opin- 
ion that the most natural thing for a 
man wounded as Ayres was would be to 
grasp at the weapon. 

Responding to a question from Mr. 
Douglass the witness said he thought a 
man wounded in the chest as Ayres was 
could have cried for help in a subdued 
tone.

indictment against Colonel E. B. Young, 
cashier of the defunct Eufaula, Ala., 
‘tional bank. Colone! Young immediately 
gave bond in the sum of $7,500, as required 
by Judge Jones. His bond was signed by 
F. W. Jennings, his brother in law, and 
Mayor G. Dent, of Eufaula. 

The indictment is the 
ever returned by a court of 
It contains ninety-six typewritten pages. 
There are in it 
It goes deeply into the affairs of the Eu- 
faula national bank. 

Among the serious allegations 
Young are that he made two false 
tries in an inactive ledger on ex-Govern- 
or Oates’ account, one last November for 
$5,423 and on> March for $7,214. The 
money was never paid out, but it was 
merely a false entry. Other false entries 
of money paid out only two days before 
the failure are alleged, and it is 
charged that the money was simply ab- 
stracted. 

The first ten counts have to do with the 
alleged absence of about $15,000 when the 
bank failed on October 19. The next five 
counts deal with the account of former 
Governor Oates, who, it is alleged. had 
Bome $50,000 in Alabama state bonds in 
a safety deposit box, the greater portion 
of which, it is claimed, was converted 
to the use of the bank. 

False entries in the book are charged 
in every instance. A number of counts 
are devoted to the account of the city of 
Eufaula. 

The grand jury is said to have found 
the books of the bank in a bad condition. 
The responsibility for any alleged viola- 
tion of the national banking laws was 
placed upon Colonel Young by the officers 
of the bank. The indictment was found 
under section 5200 of the revised statutes. 

The Youngs have been a rich and prom- 
inent family in Alabama for several gen- 
erations. The trial date has not been 
fixed.

Graduates of University Will Mourn 


for Aged Negro. 

Athens, Ga., November 27.—(Spectal.)— 
Lewis Green, known to all the students 
who have attended the University of 
Georgia for the past fifty years as ‘“‘Blind 
Tub,’ died early this morning from the 
effects of burns received last night. 

Old “Tub,” who was 88 years old, had 
been in very feeble health and for 
months had been confined to his room in 
a little cabin back of the campus. 

He was alone in the room and was sit- 
ting in fa chair near the fire with his 
head resting upon his hand. 

Suddenly a negro woman who lived in 
an adjoining room heard the old man 
scream, and ran into the room. He had 
pitched forward from the chair into the 
fire. His head and hands were in the 
fire, and the negro woman quickly caught 
hold of his feet and pulled him out. 

She saw at once that he was seriously 
burned, and sent for a physician. The 


doctor on arriving did all he could to al- 


leviate his sufferings, the burns being 
fatal. The funeral will be held tomor- 
row. 

Old “Tub” was one of the landmarks 
of Athens. He had been here for more 
than half a century, during all of which 
time he had been totally blind. During 
his young manhood he worked at odd 
jobs and for years turned the press for 
The Southern Watchman, which wag 
edited by Hon. John H. Christy. 

For the past thirty years he had been 
cne of the university favorites, the boys 
listening to his queer stories and his 
typical negro songs, and then chipping 
in their nickels and dimes would make 
the old darky happy. 

One of the favorite ‘‘himes’”’ of the old 
negro contained this verse, familiar to 
all the old university boys:

SHOT IN BACK 
WAS MILLER 


Eyewitness Declares McGhee 
Fired at Victim from 
Rear. 


TRIED FHEN TO KILL 
MILLER’S COMPANION 


The Community Is Deeply Stirred 
Over the Alleged Unprovoked 
Killing—Strenuous Efforts 
To Apprehend the 
Guilty Man.

Rome, Ga., November 27.—(Special)—As 
details of the killing of F. L. Miller, near 
Cave Spring yesterday by John B. Mc- 
Ghee, come to hand the crime becomes 
all the more atrocious. 

From the testimgny of eye witnesses 
Miller was shot in the back as he start- 
ed to get in his buggy and absolutely 
without warning. McGuiee fired five shots, 
two. taking effect in Miller's mule and 
killing it. The first and final shots 
struck Miller, the last causing death. 

McGhee, after shooting Miller down, 
tried to get a shotgun to shoot Mr. Hub- 
bard, who was in the buggy, but was 
prevented by John Jones, Who was with 
him. 

Miller, Hubbard and a small son of the 
former drove to McGhee's place to look 
at some cattle. Miller carried his shot- 
gun and fired into a covey of birds they 
flushed. 

McGhee’s children were picking cotton 
in a field near by. They hastened home 
and told their father that the shots had 
fallen all around them. MeGhee, in a 
towering rage, went to Cave Spring to 
get a warrant for Miller, but the justice 
of the peace refused to issue it. 

McGhee started back and came up to 
Hubbard and the lad who were sitting in 
the buggy. McGhee, in violent language, 
demanded to know why they were shoot- 
ing at his children. Hubbard assured him 
that no one was doing so. 

At this moment Miller came out of the 
field and McGhee asked him the same 
question. He was told that no such thing 
was done or intended. Miller unbreeched 
his gun, took out the shells and placed 
the weapon in the buggy. 

He started to get in, when McGhee 
shot him in the back. Miller whirled and 
clinched with the infuriated man. In the 
struggle he was shot to death. 

McGhee left at once and bloodhounds 
could trail him only a short distance. It 
is thought that he procured a horse and 
headed for Alabama. The pistol with 
which Miller was killed belonged to his 
son, Frank, who had loaned it to Mc- 
thee only a few days before. McGhee’s 
wife is a niece of the dead man. 

The community is deeply stirred over 
the brutality of the killing and no effort 
is being spared to apprehend the slayer. 
Miller stood high in the community and 
was regarded by every one as a peace- 
able man. 

McGhee is given to violent and deadly 
fits of anger, especially when drinking. 
Miller was buried at his home this after- 
noon. 

A posse of fifty men, accompanied by 
bloodhounds, left Cave Spring this morn- 
ing in pursuit of McGhee. He is known 
as a desperate man and the pogse ex- 
pects tha the will fight before being 


taken.

Macon, Ga., November 27.—(Special.)— 
City Detective W. T. Amerson has suc- 
ceeded in breaking up one of the worst 
band of thieves that ever operated in 
this city. 

Since the middle of October there have 
been more robberies committed in Macon 
than at any former time in the criminal 
history of the city in the same length of 
time. The city detectives and police offi- 
cers have been very vigilant in their ef- 
forts to break it up, but until tonight 
their efforts have been unsuccessful.

It was 
Bolivar who really first conceived the 
Panama canal and made it a part of his 
Scheme of a Colombian union. It was he 
who first sent agents to London to try 
to interest European capitalists in the 
project. In the year of his death, 1830, 
he sent engineers to the isthmus of Pan- 
ama to make surveys for a canal. 

No one who is familiar with condi- 
tions in South America will beHeve 
that a permanent government will be 
formed in. any of the petty republics 
for many years to come. The people 
are volcanic and periodic eruptions 
will continue. After a while. when 
North American ideas get a firmer 
hold, it will be different, but it will 
take time. The influence of the United 
States is steadily extending south- 
ward, has made itself felt in Mexico, 
will work a peaceful conquest in Cuba 
and later on will reach South America. 
For the present the government has 
nothing to do but to observe its treaty 
obligation, which, however dim and 
uazy, Can serve a useful purpose in 
keeping traffic open between the 
~ oceans at Panama. ‘ 

The personality of some of the lead- 
ing characters in the revolution is of 
interest. General Carlos Alban. who 
is practically dictator in the northern 
portion of Colombia, has a record of 
many military victories. He also has 
a way of “doing things,” as may be 
judged from the following. 

Last summer he seized an English mail 
steamer, the Taboga, and becoming prac- 
tieally a pirate—for he had neither flag 
nor papers—conducted a successful cam- 
paign against the revolutionists. He af- 
terward paid the steamship company for 
the use of the steamer. Again, in August 
when he needed money for an expedition 
to Rio Hacha, which he failed to retake 
from the insurgents, he asked a Barran- 
guilla bank for $100,000 in paper money 
and $21,000 in gold. It was refused. He 
arrested the directors with a company of 
soldiers, put them in cells and then told 
them he would enroll them as privates in 
his army if the money were not forth- 
coming. 

The money was produced. General 
Alban was slightly wounded a few 
days ago and had a horse; killed under 
him in battle. : 

General Uribe-Uribe. commander in 
chief of the Colombian revolutionists 
is about forty years of age and has 
taken part in fifty battles, He has 
been engaged in four revolutions— 
those of 1876, 1885, 1899 and‘1901. He 
ig well educated and has represented 
his district in the chamber of repre- 
sentatives as one of the leaders of the 
liberal party.

The “Sinker Man”’ Fails. 

A. W. Dennett, who once owned 42 
chain of “quick lunch” restaurants 
stretching from New York to San 
Francisco, has gone into bankruptcy 
with debts amounting to $92,000. His 
restaurants are owned by corpora- 
tions. 

Persons who have traveled over the 
country know more or less of Dennett. 
who has been a unique character in 
the restaurant business. One of hi: 
incipal places was on Park Row, iu 
New ‘York, and thousands ate there 
every day. The walls were hung, with 
queer mottoes and quotations from the 
Bible. No intoxicating drinks were 
served and the religious character of 
the place was very pronounced. The

His Life To Satisfy Honor. , 

The dispatches bring news fhat 
Baron Von Reisswitz has been sum- 
marily dismissed from the army by 
Emperor William because he did noth. 
ing to prevent the duel between Lieu- 
tenants Blaskowitz and Hildebrand, in 
which the former was killed. 

The brutality of this “affair of hon- 
or” shocked the civilized world. 

Blaskowitz was a young officer of 
splendid reputation, adjutant of his 
battailon. He was about to be mar- 
ried and gave a farewell “punch” to 
his fellow officers. He became intoxi- 
cated and on the way to his quarters 
had to accept the assistance of two ar- 
tillery officers. They left him before 
he had reached his room and then fear- 
ing that he would not get there in 
safety returned and found him asleep 
where they had left him. In his drunk- 
en stupor he struck them when they 
sought to arouse him. The incident 
wis seen by an outsider and the ar- 
tillerists, from a sense of duty, report- 
ed it. | 

On the day before the wedding 
Blaskowitz received a telegram sum. 
moning him back to his garrison to 
answer two challenges to a_ duel. 
When jhe learned of the situation he 
offered to apologize and the men whom 
he had struck were willing to accept 
the apology, but the court of’ honor de- 
cided that the affair could not take 
that turn unless Blaskowitz would re- 
sign from the army. That he refused 
to do. The court of honor decided that 
the fight must continue until one of 
the combatants was incapacitated. 

Blaskowitz fell at the second shot. 
mortally wounded. The man wh» 
Killed him was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment. 

Baron Von Reisswitz, whom the em- 
peror has dismissed from the army, 
was colonel of the regiment. 


Taxation in France. 

Raising sufficient revenues to meet 
the demands of the government is the 
problem which is vexing the states- 
men of France just at this time, and 
some of the extremes to which resort 
has been made in the effort to increase 
the tax receipts will astonish us on 
this side ofthe water.

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The Railway to South America. 

The dreamer is not always as use: 
less and visionary as “practical” peo- 
ple think. Otten he is simply a few 
years ahead of his time. 

The people of Georgia remember 
Hinton R. Helper. He was known to 
many of them twenty-seven years ago. 
At that time Mr. Helper was a “dream: 
er.”” He had a plan for a “Three Amer- 
icas Railway,” extending from Canada 


‘to Patagonia. 


His plan was to run 
down the 28th degree of west longi- 


‘tude to the Mexican border, thence in 
a straight line to the City of Mexico, 


'tnence 
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through Central America 
across the isthmus east of the Andes 
and through South America to Pata- 
gonia. This scheme was dismissed 
two decades ago as the dream of an 
enthhisiast. 

But now there is a well defined 
movement to run trains from New 
York and Chicago to Buenos Ayres. 
the plan that will be submitted to 
congress is that of the intercontinental 
railway commission, with some modi- 
fications. 

The plan of the commission was to 
utilize the railroads in the United 
States and Mexico already construct- 
ed, and to build a railway through 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua, Cos- 
ta Rica and the isthmus of Panama, 
until the railway system of Colombia 
was reached. This was to be utilized 
in so far as possible, and the line was 
to extend southward through Ecuador, 
Peru and Bolivia, tapping-the Chilean 
and Argentine railways and terminat- 
ing at Buenos Ayres. It Was esti- 
mated that of the entire distance be- 
tween New York city and Buenos 
Ayres over half was already covered 
by railways in operation. - 

The recommendations of former 
Senator Henry C. Davis to the rail- 
way committee of congress modify the 
plan so as to have the railway touch 
the larger cities in all countries in 
South America. This, however, is not 
considered practical, as Venezuela and 
Brazil lie off the line. 

The scheme has had the attention 
of practical railroad men for ten years 
and one day Mr, Helper’s dream will 
be realized. There is such a vast store 
of money and labor in the world now 
that: such work as that referred to 
will have to be undertaken to keep 
people busy, as well as to further com- 
merce, Instead of building pyramids, 
modern governments and kings of 
finance devote surplus energy to the 
construction of railways, canals and 
other public improvements. 

The few who haye taken the trip 
from New York to South America, 
either down the Atlantic or across the 
continent and thence to Panama and 
the more southerly points, know what 
it would mean to go all the way by a 
direct rail route.

OHORE BHARU (En Royte to Ma- 
4 nila.\—The abode of the other tiger, 
in many respects the most interest- 
ing institution here at Johore Bharu, is 
the gambling establishment. Every- 
thing goes here. In ‘its way, this is @ 
miniature Monte Carlo or Monaco. The

The 
gambling establishment takes up the 
second floor of a rather sad-looking two- 
storied building in the center of the 
town. The main street consists of 
about two blecks of these two-storied 
structures, the first floor of each being 
given over to dealers in things.

anywhere lead to this Johore palace of | 


sin. There is a suite of four rooms, one 
large and giving the impression of @ 
lodge room with handsome carven chairs 
lining the walls. In this there are sev- 
eral tables arranged. for different games, 
but today all interest..centered in one 
of the smaller rooms where a crowd 
was lined up around a table about 6 feet 


square. 
Here I was introduced to the game 


of poh. It has some longer name, but 
everybody called it by the shorter. On 
the table there was a white cloth on 
which was drawn a e're'e divided into 
four equal sections by diameters inter- 
secting at right angles. These sections 
were numbered 1, 2, 3 and 4. The bettors 
placed their money in we one or more 
of these sections that strt their fancy. 
A Chinese die with half its face red was 
put in a brass case and whirled in a 
way that is presumed to keep it moving 
around and around so that no man can 
know when it stops or what position it 
assumes: then it is placed at the center 
of the circle in such a way that when 
the top is pulled off the red side will 
point toward one of the four numbered 
divisions of the circle. 

That section or division wins. All the 
money in the other sections goes to the 
bank, The bank pays three for one to 
these who have their maney on the lucky 
number, less a 10 per cent rake-off. 

There are a lot of side plays, splits apd 
coppers and the like, which I didn't stay 
long enovgh to understand, You can 
play two numbers by putting your mon- 
ey on the line separating them, but you 
get only even money when.you win. You 
ean play a number to lose as well as 
In fact, the op- 
portunity is given you to bet on about 
anything. 

The bank is kept by a lithe, long-fin- 
gered Chinaman, who is a wonder at fig- 
ures. The way he handled this money 
would make an expert bank teller green 
with envy. Every man who won got his 
money in less time than it takeg to tell 
it, and there was never a dispute or even 
a question raised. 

The Play’ the Thing. 

The crowd of players consisted princi- 
pally of Englishmen and Europeans, 
most of whom had, like ourseives, driven 
over from Singapore, There were several 
dark-skinned gentlemen. who, we. were | 
told, were high officials under the sultan, 
and there were in addition two wealthy 
Chinamen who were plunging after the 
manner of the true sports that thep are. 

One man, an Englishman, was playing 
the game at $50 a throw, and was well 
ahead of the bank. For the most part, 
however, the play was far from swift. 
The bets ranged from 20 cents Mexican 
to % or $10. The bank took 10 per cent 
of the winnings when the bet was $1 or 
more, but did not waste time with any- 
thing less. ‘ ; 

I plunged to the extent of 20 cents and 
with that sum won, as the result of vary- 
ing fortunes during an hour’s play, the 
munificent and magnificent total of $1.80 
Mexican, or 9 cents American. I am 
ahead of the game just that much, 

1 am ahead, also. a glorious tiffin at 
the Johore hotel—the best fiffin I have 
had ashore except one at the Hotél de 
l'Europe. A soup with some fire to it, 
fish that had come from the waters of 
the strait an hour before, an entree I 
could not name, but such an one as a 
man would expect to get in Johore—dain- 
ty and delicate and hot; a chop with a 
variety of vegetables, including the in- 
evitable vegetable marrow which the 
Englishman must have, a salad of let- 
tuce and cucumbers with creamy mfyon- 
naise, something sweet, and, after that, 
the fruits of the country, with crgese and 
coffee. 

We saved the palace for the last. In 
some respects it has been a disappoint- 
ment. The grounds are beautiful anj the 
big two-story house covers a lot of space. 
The reception hall, the gill room and the 
state dining room are great and roomy, 
and the throne room is interesting prin- 
cipally from the fact of its two gilded 
thrones, the larger on the right for the 
Sultan, the smaller one on the left-~ for 
the sultana. The house as a whole is 
neither elaborate nor interesting save ig 
the respects I have enumerated. The 
best of its contents are to be found in the 
locked and bolted jewel room, where a 
féw of the crown jewels were shown me, 
ang in the armor room, where there were

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PROHIBITION CANDIDATE 
THINKS BILL A GOOD ONE 
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Mr. Wright Gives His Reasons for 
Urging the Measure—Supreme 
Court Decision Made It Nec- 
essary—Other Reasons 
for That Course. 


-——- 


There has been much interest in the 
attitude of Hon. Dupont Guerry, the pro- 
hibition candidate for governor, on the 
Wright dispensary bill, which yesterday 
was finally agreed to by both branches of 
the general assembly and now goes to 
the governor for his signature, 

It may: now be positively stated that 
Mr. Guerry favored the bill and so de- 
elared himself in a letter to Hon. Sea- 
born Wright, of Floyd, its author. In 
that letter Mr. Guerry gave as his reason 
that he thought the matter ought to be 
submitted to a vote of the people in each 
county as to whether they wanted a dis- 
pensary or not instead of leaving it to 
one representative, who Was usually able 
to control local legislation to suit him- 


self. 

It has been generally supposed that 
Mr. Guerry was not in sympathy with 
the measure. Before the dispensary bili 
came up in the house Mr. Wright sub- 
mitted a copy of it to Mr. Guerry and 
asked him his views of it. Mr. Guerry 
did not reply at once, but took the copy 
of the bill home with him and afterwards 
wrote Mr. Wright a letter in which he 
expressed himself in favor of the bill for 
the reasons stated. A portion of Mr. 
Juerry’s letter favoring the measure is 
quoted in the following interview with 
regard to it, given to The Constitution by 
Mr. Wright yesterday: 

What Mr. Wright Says. 

“Now that the dispensary bill has pass- 
ed the house and senate, I avail myself 
of the opportunity kindly given me by 
The Constitution to explain to my 
friends in Georgia the reasons which le@ 
me to introduce the bill, 

“In the case of Butler vs. Merritt in 
the 118th Georgia report, commonly known 
as the Camilla case, the court held: 

“4 The state is not bound by the pass- 
age of a law, unless named therein, or 
unless the words of the act should be 
go plain, clear and unmistakable, as to 
leave no doubt of the intention of the 
legislature. ; 

“2. The general local option law (and 
I may add here the various local laws 
applying to the different counties), did 
not name the state within its operations, 
and, therefore, that law does not prohibit 
the state from establi@shing and maintain- 
ing dispensaries for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquers through public officers for 
public profit and for the regulation of the 
liquor traffic.’ 

“The effect of this decision was seen 
at ence. When the legislature met in 
October the house was flooded with lo- 
cal bills establishing dispensaries in in- 
corporated towns and villages of ‘dry’ 
counties without even submitting the 
question to a vote of the people of the 
county. 

“The bills, as a rule, were opposed by 
Many people of the county. In many in- 
stances they appeared before the com- 
mittea begging that the people of their 
county be allowed to vote upon the Dill 
before fastening dispensaries enon them. 
But, as every man knows who is ac- 
quainted with legislation, the member 
from the county is allowed to control 
his local legisiation, and the committee 
in every instance yielded to this un- 
written law. 

“What was to be done?, Plainly, noth- 
ing but to pass a general bill giving to 
the people of every county in Georgia the 
right to defeat the dispensary at the bal- 
lot box. 


Mr. Guerry’s Approval. 

“In a letter received from Hon. Du- 
Pont Guerry, the following language is 
used: 

“IT would like to see passed your Dill 
amending the local option law, s0 as 
to allow a vote by the people of the 
counties on the question of dispensaries, 
het for the purpose of enabling them to 
Procure. dispensaries, but solely for the 
Burpose of enabling them to defeat them. 
As matters now stand, dispensaries are 
being forced on the people of different 
Prohibition counties without allowing 
them to be heard, and a general bill, 
like yours, when it becomes a law. will 
Prevent any further local legislation of 
this sort, as it would then be unconstitu- 
tional.’ 

“The only effect of the passage of the 
bill is to take this right to establish dis- 
Pensaries in the dry counties of Georgia 
out of the hands of the one man x#ho 
may happen to represent these counties, 
and out of the legislature, and to place 
it where it belongs—in the hands of the 
People of the counties, 

It is infinitely easier for a representa- 
tive to slip in from a prohibition county 
where the prohibitionists are usually 
asleep than to obtain one-third the qual- 
ifled voters of a county to call an elec- 
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tion and then carry the dispensary by a 
majority vote.

Charter Is Granted. 


IT MAY COME TO ATLANTA 


Capital Stock Increased to $7,000,- 
000—To Be Known as Atlantic 
and Birmingham—Will Run 
to Birmingham and Per- 
haps Atlanta. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook yesterday 
granted an important amendment to the 
charter of the Waycross Air Line rail- 
road, which may result in the building 
of another interstate railroad with an 
Atlanta end to it. 

The petition for amendment, which was 
granted, changes the name of the Way- 
cross Air Line to the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham Railway Company and _ in- 
creases the tapital stock from $1,000,000 to 
$7,008,000, indicating that there is a large 
amount of capital back of the venture. 

The road is to be extended in a north- 
westerly direction from Cordele to Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and will run for a dis- 
tance of 124 miles in Georgia alone, un- 
der this amendment. This does not in- 
clude the portion of the line already built. 

In addition to the foregoing there will 
be an extension from a point in Meri- 
wether county near Warm Springs to 
Atlanta, a distance of 75 miles.

STATE POLITICAL GOSSIP 
GATHERED AT THE CAPITAL 


It is now reported that efforts are be- 
ing made toward bringing about a com- 
promise on the question of reapportioning 
the congressional districts of the state. 
A member of the senate said yesterday 
that the greatest anxiety seemed to be 
on the part of those who are anxious to 
have certain changes made in the fourth. 
The division, it appears, has been 
brought about by the effort to change the 
status of the tenth district more than 
anything eise. This effort is what seems 
to have caused the greatest opposition 
to the plan. Just what the nature of the 
compromise would be, if any should be 
brought about, is not stated. It would be 
dificult to change the fourth district 
without making some changes in the 
third, tenth and eleventh. 

This situation of affairs is said to have 
been responsible for the adjournment of 
the joint committee from Tuesday night 
until next Monday night. Several merm- 
bers of the house and senate predict 
that at this meeting the committee will 


report a bil providing that the congres- 
sional] districts be left just as they are 
at present. 

Senator P. J. Sullivan, of the 
eighteenth, was still working on his list 
of senators yesterday who are opposed 
to making any changes whatever in the 
districts as they now stand. He had 
thirty-seven names checked off on_ his 
list, and stated that every one of them 
had positively agreed ta oppose any plan 
of reapportionment that contemplated 
changes in existing conditions. 

“The present plan will be the plan 
adopted,”’ Senator Sullivan said, ‘“‘and I 
am satisfied -that there will now be no 
compromise,” 


CITIES ARE INCREASING. 

“What {3 fhe population of your town?” 
a gentleman asked at the capitol of a 
citizen of Bainbridge. 

The inhabitant of Bainbridge turned 
upon the questioner a look of indignant 
scorn. 

“Town, sir!’ he ejaculated. ‘Bainbridge 
is a city, and one of the foremost, too, 
in south Georgia.”’

Jolly Crowd ef Atlantans Go Dewn to 
Colambus. 


VERY PLEASANT JOURNEY 


Atlanta Shriners Will Be in Line 
of March with Those from 
Rome, Cedartown, Car- 
roliton, Dalton and 
Cartersville. 


It will be a jolly crowd of Atlantans 
the Southern road carries away from 
that back number, out of date, misfit car 
shed, occasionally mjscalled the union 
depot or central passenger station, short- 
ly after the noon hour today. 

The Mystic Shriners of Yaarab Temple 
will start on their pilgrimage to Colum- 
bus and when the train pulls away from 
the old shack red fezes will be protrud- 
ing from every window and. will be in 
evidence on every platform of the train. 

Hon. Forrest Adair, potentate, grand 
master of the event, has determined that 
the journey shall be one of the most de- 
lightful, as well as one of the most at- 
tractive the Shriners have ever had. He 
has arranged for a special train, com- 
posed of three Pullman and a baggage 
car, and yesterday afternoon there was 4 
demand far in excess of the accommo- 
dations. So great was the cry for a 
place on the train that arrangements 
were begun looking to an additional Pull- 
man for the trip. Ht now seems that 
every Shriner in Atlanta wants to be 
along with the Yaarab Temple on that 
run to the banks of the Chattahoochee. 

Not only Atlanta fezes will be in the 
line up when the visitors reach Colum- 
bus, but nearly every city in the north- 
ern portion of the state will be found in 
the parade. Rome-alone will have twenty 
Shriners in the line, under command of 
Captain John J. Seay. while Cedartown, 
Carrollton, Dalton and Cartersville will 
be in evidence as the Shriners march 
through the streets of the old Georgia 
city. 

Chief Joyner’s drum corps, the same 
well drilled body of noise makers that 
captured Memphis, Louisville and Little 
Rock and set Macon upon the formation 
of a drum corps of its own, will be in the 
lead, every drum strung tighter and 
every stick harder than ever before.

The mounted brigade will be followed 
by the footmen and in that detachment 
there will be at least 150 men. lHEach 
Shriner will be in full dress, his head be- 
ing covered by the red fez. 

Subsequent to the parade the order of 
the Shrine will be ‘thrown upon some 
twenty-five unregéenerate sons of the des- 
ert, who have expressed a desire to 
tread the hot sands of the planes and 
the weather man of the Shriners says 
that the sands about Columbus will be 
unusually hot tomorrow to reach the 
holy city of Mecca. 

There are only two shrines in Georgia, 
the Yaarab Temple of Atlanta and the 
Alee Temple of Savannah. It is only by 
a special dispensation that meetings can 
be held in other than home cities of the 
temples. The tour to Columbus is ab- 
solutely free to the members of the Yaa- 
rab Temple and visiting nobles, mem- 
bers of other temples.

Popular 
republican So%* rnment rests upon constitutional 
foundations. That is the best government that 
improves the lightest burdens upon the gov- 
erned, secures the largest liberty and affords 
the greatest security to the people. 

In compliance with what is understood to be 
the wish of the people, as well as the public 
interest, this general assembly has adopted the 
Jess expensive mode of revising its constitu- 
tion by proposing to the people, for their ratl- 
fication or rejection, such amendments as are 
supposed to be wise and desirable. In recom- 
mending these amendments, the committee has 
been guided solely by its opinion of the people's 
ic interest and the ardent wish 
of the committee to see the government of our 
beloved state a model of justice, equality and 
economy. The powers of the government are 
confined to three separate departments—the 
jegislative, executive and judicial, Each is in- 
dispensable. But by far the most vital to the 
ditizen is the judicial, It construes the con- 
situation and statutes, It deals with the 
absolute rights of all the people—the rights of 
personal liberty, personal security and private 
property in their comprehensive generalization 
and their minutest details. 

Pension Amendments. 


The complaint at the injustice and inequality 
to confederate soldiers under the present pro- 
yisions of the constitution is well-nigh univer- 
pal among the veterans themselves. The amount 
required to pay pensions, approximating now 4 
million annually and still increasing, imposes a 
burden upon toiling taxpayers against which 
they vigorously protest. In view of these facts, 
the Georgia division of United Confederate Vet- 
erans, always true to every interest of all the 
people, at their annual reunion at Macon, on 
the 23a of October, 1901, unanimously adopt- 
ed this resolution: 

“Resolved, That the legislature of Georgia be 
requested to place pensions of confederate sol- 
@ers on the indigent basis.’’ 

This most magnanamous request and the 
wrong and injustice which it seeks to correct 
can only be complied with and remedied by 
constitutional amendment. 

It was generally supposed by the legal pro- 
fession and the people that justice courts in this 
State had jurisdiction of actions, commonly 
known as actions of trover, for the recovery 
of perso..a] property. Recently the supreme 
court, whose judgment upon constitutional 
questions, is rightful@ final and conclusive in 
construing the constitution of 1877, have held 
that these courts did not have jurisdiction in 
cases for the recovery of, personal praperty. 
Under the operation of this decision, doubtless 
correct, certainly conclusive, when a party 
wishes to assert his right to property in the 
possession of anything, however small, he is 
compelled to incur the expense of employing 
counsel to sue in the superior court, and be 
subject to delay and loss of time involved in 
heavy cost, when his right duly involves the 
value of a pig or a cow. Speedy and cheap 
justice is the first article in liberty’s creed 
from the date of magna charter until this 
hour. Open wide-the door of the temple of 
justice to the humblest claimant for the small- 
est amount with the least expense,

TO GET MONEY 


House Passed Gary Bill by 
Vote of 94 to 
36. 


INSTITUTION SCHEDULED TO 
RECEIVE SUM OF $34,000 


Spirited Discussion Was Had Over 
Effort To Adjourn Until Next 
Monday—Majority of Mem- 
bers Voted To Return 
Tomorrow.

By a vote of. 9 to 36 the house yester- 
day morning passed the Gary bill pro- 
viding for an appropriation for the re- 
building and maintenance of the Soldiers’ 


home. 

The measure went through with but 
one amendment. The original bill pro- 
vided that $19,500 and such other unex- 
pended balance as remained on hand 
be appropriated to rebuild the home, 
together with 20,000 to establish, furnish 
and maintain the institution for 1902. 

Three amendments were proposed, but 
the only one adopted was that by Mr. 
Kelly, of Glascock, which reduced the 
amount appropriated to establish and 
maintain the home to $15,000. 

Quite a discussion was had over the 
bill. The measure was taken up and 
put upon its passage on Tuesday morn- 
ing, but before final action was taken 
the house adjourned. The bill came up 
yesterday morning as unfinished busi- 
ness. During the discussion Major Gary, 
the author of the measure, replied to the 
statement of Mr. Kelly that inmates of 
the home desired to leave by introducing 
a paper signed by many of the old sol- 
diers who announced that they desired to 
remain at the home. 

Mr. Kelly said he had been informed 
that there was confusion at the home 
and he had nothing to retract. He con- 
sidered the paper read by Major Gary a 
reflection upon him and so stated, but 
Mr. Gary took occasion to say that such 
was not his intention in reading it.

BOER SOLDIER 
IS IN TROUBLE 


John O’Connor Escaped from 
British and Came to 
Atlanta. 


AN INTERESTING 
STORY OF THE WAR 


O’Connor Tells About the War and 
Says Boers Will Never Surren- 
der—Drank to Excess and 
Was Arrested by 
Police. 


TELLS 


John O'Connor, a soldier from the 
Transvaal, who fought in the Boer army, 
Was captured by the British and es- 
caped to this country, was at the police 
barracks last night telling his story to 
the officers. He had be<én taken in cus- 
tody for being intoxicated on the streets. 

There is no doubt about O'Connor being 
a genuine Boer. His face and his accent 
show it, and he has all his papers ® 
prove what he says is true. 

He is still loyal to his country, 
he has a wife and child over 
Transvaal whom he has not seen since 
the war with England began. He speaks 
tenderly of his ‘‘Annie”’ 
and there is a flash of fire in his eye when 
he tells about the struggle his country 
made for independence. 

His escape from the British and his 
trip to America is of itself a thrilling 
story. He leaped upon a bicycle one 
night, rode 30 miles to a railroad station, 
and from there stole a ride on a train 
to Cape Town, where he sailed to France 
and from there to this country. 

He says that when he left the Trans- 
vaal last June the Boers were still fight- 
ing hard, and that they will never be 
conquered until the last ene is dead. 

O’Connor is about thirty-five years of 
age. He is a heavy-built man of the Ger- 
man type, and he talks with an accent 
that shows he is a foreigner. He is a 
machinist by trade, and has been work- 
ing since coming to Atlanta. He gives as 
a reason why he drank to excess his 
grief for his wife and child. 

To a reporter of The Constitutior last 
night O’Connor told the following story 
about his life and his experiences in the 
war: 

The Boer Tells His Story. 

“T was living near Johannesburg with 
my wife and child in a cottage that I 
had built. I was getting good wages in 
the gold mines, and I don’t suppose there 
was a happier little family in the world. 
The English came with their grged and 
when I heard that they had fired upon 
our people I said to my wifes ‘Annie, 
those people have come to rob and mur- 
dev us and I am going to help kill them.’ 
‘My wife cried and begged me not to go 
to the war, but I did what every Boer 
in the land did, I got a gun and went 
to fighting. I have not seen wife or 
child since the day they kissed me iv 
the cottage door. I don’t know where 
they are or what has become of them. 
I was in many of the battles and was 
wounded at Colenso in the arm. I was 
captured first at Elands Laagte and got 
away the next day. The English never 
whipped us in a single fight except by 
force of numbers and after they had 
lost fifty men to our one. If we had 
half the men they had we would have 
whipped them in a month. I was cap- 
tured the second time near Johannesbur 
just as I was trying to get in communi- 
eation with my wife. I was carried away 
to a camp at Stellenbasch in the moun- 
tains. One night I stole an English ser- 
geant’s bicycle and rode over 30 miles to 
a railroad station. I rode under a freight 
train until I reached Cape Town, and 
there I got a job on a sh# as sailor. l 
went to Havre and was taken on a steam- 
er, bound for America, as a stoker. _I 
landed in New York a month ago and 
came to Atlanta five weeks ago. I am 
trying to make enough money to get 
back to my homé, or at least the place 
that was once my home. I suppose I will 
fight again if I have a chance. I have 
been so worried about my wife and child 
that I have at times been nearly crazy. 
I commenced fo drink to drown my feel- 
ings, a mistake, I know, but we all make 
mistakes.’”’

7 ordination of organic law is the highest 
axpression of | litical sovereignty. Popular 
republican governmeé nt rests upon constitutional 
foundations. That is the best government that 
improves the lightest burdens upon the gov- 
emned, secures the largest liberty and affords 
the greatest security to the people. 

In compliance with what is understood to be 
the wish of the people, as well as the public 
interest, this general assembly has adopted the 
less expensive mode of revising its constitu- 
tion by proposing to the people, for their rati- 
fcation or rejection, such amendments as are 
supposed to be wise and desirable. In recom- 
mending these amendments, the committee has 
been guided solely by its opinion of the people's 
desire, the public interest and the ardent wish 
of the committee to see the government of our 
beloved state a model of justice, equality and 
economy. ‘The powers of the government are 
confined to three separate departments—the 
legislative, executive and judicial, Each is in- 
dispensable, Lut by far the most vital to the 
ditizen is the judicial, It construes the con- 
situation and statutes, It deals with the 
absolute rights of all the people—the rights of 
personal liberty, pe rsonal security and private 
property in their comprehensive generalization 
and their minutest details. 

Pension Amendments. 


The complaint at the injustice and inequality 
to confederate soidiers under the present pro- 
visions of the constitution is well-nigh univer- 
pal among the veterans themselves. The amount 
required te pay pensions, approximating now a 
million annually and still increasing, imposes a 
burden upon toiling taxpayers against which 
they vigorously protest. In view of these facts, 
the Georgia division of United Confederate Vet- 
erans, always true to every interest of all the 
people, at their annual reunion at Macon, on 
the 234 of October, 190], unanimously adopt- 
ed this resolution: i 

“Resolved, That the legislature of Georgia be 
requested to place pensions of cohfederate sol- 
ders on the indigent basis.’’ 

This most magnanamous request and the 
wrong and injustice which it seeks to correct 
can only be complied with and remedied by 
constitutional amendment. 

It was generally supposed by the legal pro- 
fession and the people that justice courts in this 
state had jurisdiction of actions, commonly 
known as actions of trover, for the recovery 
of perso..a] property. Recently the supreme 
court, whose judgment upen constitutional 
questions, is rightful@ final and conclusive in 
construing the constitution of 1877. have held 
that these courts did not have jurisdiction in 
cases for the recovery. of. personal praperty, 
Under the operation of this decision, doubtless 
eorrect, certainly conclusive, when a _ party 
wishes to assert his right to property in the 
possession of anything, however small, he is 
compelled to incur the expense of employing 
counsel to sue in the superior court, and be 
subject to delay and loss of time involved in 
heavy cost, when his right duly involves the 
value of a pig or a cow. Speedy and cheap 
justice is the first article in liberty’s creed 
from the date of magna charter until this 
hour. Open wide-.the door of the temple of 
justice to the humblest claimant for the small- 
est amount with the least expense. 


Change of Venue. 


‘In two instances recently mobs—should I not 
rather say that outraged and indignant chiv- 
alry’—entered the court room and rescued and 
lynched rapists. In other cases of a similar 
character jurists have appealed to the governor 
for troops to surround and protect the court. 
In five cases within this year, judges have 
caved on the governor for troops to protect

wise. It seeks to protect the public treasury 
against unjust and inconsiderate and extrava- 
gant appropriations.

Educational Amendment. 


This amendment proposes to divide the 
amount raised or appropriated to the public 
schools between the races in proportion to the 
amount of taxes paid by each race. This is 
plain, simple equality and justice—nothing 
more, nothing less. At the surrender both 
races in poverty and with equal rights before 
the law entered upon the race of life. Neither 
was under legal or mora] obligation 
to feed, clothe and’ educate the 
other, but each had the privilege 
of becoming the architect of its own fortunes 
and destiny. .The white man is under no ob- 
ligation to toil and sweat to raise money to 
send free negroes to school for training in 
idleness and crime and to create aspirations for 
social equality which can never be realized, 
but which portend race conflict in the future 
with the certainty of triumph for the superior 
race. The governor and the state school com- 
missioner admit that the experiment with negro 
education is unsatisfactory; in other words, 
that it is a* failure. They~ recommend local 
taxation and industria] schools. They strug- 
gle: with patriotic earnestness for the solution 
of this .problem: As :the law now is, the 
negroes are entitled to nearly one-half of the 
$1,500,000 now wrung from the sweat and 
blood of toiling, tax-paying white men and 
women, But it is said that the negroes get 
less than the whites because county boards 
contract with negro teachers for less than white 
teachers. If this be true, then it is a swindle 
and robbery of the negro and a shame to the 
boards of education because the law fixes the 
rate of tuition. As a matter of fact, ignorant,

The average 
country school under the regulation colored pro- 
fessor is the poetry of farce and ludicrousness, 
yet men, women and children tojj like galley 
slaves to pay taxes to be thus worse than 
wasted. But it is said that the education of the 
negro is the solution of the race problem, ac- 
cording’ to our theory.

INSTITUTION SCHEDULED TO 
RECEIVE SUM OF $34,000 


Spirited Discussion Was Had Over 
Effort To Adjourn Until Next 
Monday—Majority of Mem- 
bers Voted To Return 
Tomorrow. 
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By a vote of. to 36 the house yester- 
day morning passed the Gary bill pro- 
viding for an appropriation for the re- 
building and maintenance of the Soldiers’ 


home. 

The measure went through with but 
one amendment. The original bill pro- 
vided that $19,500 and such other unex- 
pended balance as remained on hand 
be appropriated to rebuild the home, 
together with 20,000 to establish, furnish 
and maintain the institution for 1902. 

Three amendments were proposed, but 
the only one adopted was that by Mr. 
Kelly, of Glascock, which reduced the 
amount appropriated to establish and 
maintain the home to $15,000. 

Quite a discussion was had over the 
bill. The measure was taken up and 
put upon its passage on Tuesday morn- 
ing, but before final action was taken 
the house adjourned. The bill came up 
yesterday morning as unfinished busi- 
ness. During the discussion Major Gary, 
the author of the measure, replied to the 
statement of Mr. Kelly that inmates of 
the home desired to leave by introducing 
a paper signed by many of the old sol- 
diers who announced that they desired to 
remain at the home. 

Mr. Kelly said he had been informed 
that there was confusion at the home 
and he had nothing to retract. He con- 
sidered the paper read by Major Gary 4 
reflection upon him and so stated, but 
Mr. Gary took occasion to say that such 
was not his intention in reading it.

Resolved 2. That al] leaves, except for prov- 
identical causes, already granted for said days 
are hereby revoked. 

Resolved 3. That the clerk is instructed to 
furnish the treasurer with a list of members 
absent Friday and Saturday without leaves of 
absence based upon providential causes. 

Resolved 4. That the treasurer is instructed 
not to pay the per diem of members so ab- 
sent. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, said the resolu- 
tion was a good one, and he hoped to see 
it passed. ‘Mr. Miller, of Muscogee, on 
the other hand, minced no words in op- 
posing it. He declared that he would 
vote for the resolution if all members 
who had been absent from the sessions 
of the house up to this time were re- 
quired to refund their per diem, but not 
otherwise. He said there were members 
who would find it absolutely necessary 
to go to their homes during the next two 
or three days, and he did not think they 
should be made to suffer. 

Resolution Is Tabled. 

Mr. Felder, of Pibb. proposed an 
amendment striking the third and fourth 
sections of the resolution. Then Mr. 
Mitchell, of Thomas, moved, as a sub- 
stitute, that the resolution be tabled. 
While all this discussion was in progress 
any number of motions to adjourn were 
made and defeated. The resolution was 
finally tabled by a vote of 76 to 28. 

Despite the tabling of the resolui'+n 
the house refused to grart any applica- 
tions for leave of absence. 

During the morning session it was re- 
ported that the senate had refused to re- 
cede from its amendment of the Wright 
dispensary bill and had appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with a like committee 
from the house.

John O'Connor Escaped from 
British and Came to 
Atlanta. 


AN INTERESTING 
STORY OF THE WAR 


O’Connor Tells About the War and 
Says Boers Will Never Surren- 
der—Drank to Excess and 
Was Arrested by 
Police. 


TELLS 


John O'Connor, a soldier from the 
Transvaal, who fought in the Boer army, 
Was captured by the British and es- 
caped to this country, was at the police 
barracks last night telling his story to 
the officers. He had been taken in cus- 
tody for being intoxicated on the streets.

a genuine Boer. His face and his accent 
show it, and he has all his papers 
prove what he says is true.

His escape from the British and his | 


trip to America is of itself a thrilling 
story. He leaped upon a bicycle one 
night, rode 30 miles to a railroad station, 
and from there stole a ride on a train 
to Cape Town, where he eailed to France 
and from there to this country. 

He says that when he left the Trans- 
vaal last June the Boers were still fight- 
ing hard, and that they will never be 
conquered until the last ene is dead. 

O’Connor is about thirty-five years of 
age. He is a heavy-built man of the Ger- 
man type, and he talks with an accent 
that shows he is a foreigner. He is a 
machinist by trade, and has been work- 
ing since coming to Atlanta. He gives as 
a reason why he drank to excess his 
grief for his wife and child. 

To a reporter of The Constitutior last 
night O’Connor told the following story 
about his life and his experiences in the 
war: 

The Boer Tells His Story. 

fey was living near Johannesburg with 
my wife and child in a cottage that I 
had built. I was getting good wages in 
the gold mines, and I don't suppose there 
was a happier little family in the world. 
The English came with their grged and 
when I heard that they had fired upon 
our people I said to my wifes ‘Annie, 
those people have come to rob and mur- 
dev us and I am going to help kill them.’ 
My wife cried and begged me not to go 
to the war, but I did what every Boer 
in the land did, I got a gun and went 
to fighting. I have not seen wife or 
child since the day they kissed me ig 
the cottage door. I don’t know where 
they are or what has become of them. 
I was in many of the battles and was 
wounded at Colenso in the arm. I was 
captured first at Elands Laagte and got 
away the next day. The English never 
whipped us in a single fight except by 
force of numbers and after they had 
lost fifty men to our one. If we had 
half the men they had we would have 
whipped them in a month. I was cap- 
tured the second time near Johannesburg 
just as I was trying to get in communi- 
cation with my wife. I was carried away 
to a camp at Stédilenbasch in the moun- 
tains. One night I stole an English ser- 
geant’s bicycle and rode over 30 miles to 
a railroad station. I rode under a freight 
train until I reached Cape Town, and 
there I got a job on a sh# as sailor. Il 
went to Havre and was taken on a steam- 
er, bound for America, as a stoker. I 
landed in New York a month ago and 
came to Atlanta five weeks ago. I am 
trying to make enough money to get 
back to my homé, or at least the place 
that was once my home. I suppose I will 
fight again if I have a chance. I have 
been so worried about my wife and child 
that I have at times been nearly crazy. 
I commenced to drink to drown my feel- 
ings, a mistake, I know, but we all make 
mistakes.”’

New Orleans, November 26.—An « im- 
portant decision affecting the interests 
of railroads was handed down by the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
today in which the court sustained the 
contention of the interstate commerce 
commission against the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in the appeal taken 
by the railroad company, asking for a 
re-hearing. The court refused to grant 
a re-hearing to the railroad company. 

Not only is the Loutfsville and Nash- 
ville interested in the decision, but the 
Atlanta and West Point and the Western 
Railway of Alabama. 

The case grew out of alleged discrimi- 
nation by the ratlroads against the town 
of LaGrange, Ga., on sugar, molasses 
and other freight. from New Orleans to 
that point. It was originally brought up 
October 26, 1895, on the complaint of a 
merchant of the Georgia town, who al- 
leged that the railroads charged him a 
higher rate on merchandise than they 
did the towns of Hogansville, Newnan. 
Palmetto, Fairburn and Atlanta, giving 
those points an undue preference to his 
injury. The case was tried before the 
commission and was decided adversely 
to the railroads and eventually suit was 
brought in the United States circuit court 
for the southern district of Alabama at 
Mobile by the railroads and against the 
commission. This court also decided 
against the railroad company and an ap- 
peal was taken to the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals and a re-hearing 
asked. This is the re-hearing that was 
concurrently denied by the judges of the 
appellate court today. |
